Stop the Wasted Effort 


— se 

Compared with most countries, Canada has been free from serious in- 
dustrial disturbances resulting in strikes and lockouts. In this respect, 
indeed, the Dominion has been most fortunate, and it is not only a matter 
for national congratulation, but it speaks well for the saneness, common- 
sense and general goodwill prevailing in this country, and an indication of 
the fair-mindedtiess. of both employer and employee, 

Recently, however, the printers of Regina went on striké to enforce| 
compliance with certain demands made by them and which the employing 
printers felt constrained to refuse to grant in view of present business con- 
ditions and the steady decrease in living costs now taking place. Among 
the demands made by the journeyman printers was that a 44-hour weck 
should be adopted but that the old scale of pay for 48 hours work should be 
continued. Other demands were for the adoption of certain restrictive 
shop rules which would have the effect of decreasing prodfiction. 

One such rule was a further extension of a very vicious rule already in 
force—a rule which, while not benefitting the worker, imposes a burden of 
expense, not on the employers, but on the general public. It if-a rule! 
which makes a demand for the doing of positive and absolutely waste work. 
To explain: If a merchant inserts an advertisement in a paper and at the 
same time orders, say 500 or 1,000 copiés run off as a poster, the Union rules 
prohibit the use of the same type for the double purpose. n other words, 
the identical job has to be set up in type twice, whereas once would, and 
should, suffice, Thus double cost is entailed, and the public have to pay 
for it. The Union is laboring under the crazy delusion that they are 
thereby creating work for printers and providing employment for ‘a larger 
number of men. They forget that as the workers constitute the great bulk 
of the buying public they themselves‘are forced to pay for this waste. 

As a matter of fact they are not creating more work and providing more 
employment; indeed experience has proven they are restricting both work 
and employment, because by reason of the increased_and unnecessary cost 
of work there is less done. . 

Any process of labor which does not produce something of value is 
economic waste, pure and simple. The production of something for use 
is the only way to increase wealth,and it is only through the increase of 
wealth that more employment can be provided. That is to say, wealth is 
production. There’may be prospective wealth, enormous potential wealth, 
in the soil, in the mines, in the forests, and in many latent forms, but such | 
wealth is not worth so’ much as a brass farthing to the people of the world 
until labor is brought to bear and this natural wealth is converted into the 
things men require, And if men’s energies are devoted to work which 
produces nothing they need, which is work merely to make work and serves 
no good purpose, then thé sources of wealth are not increased but decreas- 
ed. The whole world suffers, but most of all the workers themselves. 

The workers of the world need to learn the lesson that the first re- 
quisite for the payment of *ie good wages they demand, and have a right to 
receive, is that the employers make enough money to be able to pay good 
wages. Wealth, let it be repeated, cannot be distributed until-it is created, 
and whatever interferes with the creation of wealth interferes with the dis- 
tribution of wealth in wages as well as in profits. When Unioti rules in- 
terfere with the creation of wealth they interfere with the welfarof labor 
as much as they interfere with the welfare of capital. 

As a matter of fact, they interfere with the welfare of labor a great 
deal more than they interfere with the welfare of capital, because about 
ninety per cent. of the wealth created is distributed in wages, and capital is 
well content with anything like ten per cent. of the wealth created. 

It should, therefore, be the intelligent purpose of the labor unions to 
meet any depressed situation in business by increasing productivity. and 
profits. Whenever labor, by restrictive rules, or capital by curtailing pro- 
ducgion, interferes with the fhaterial creation of wealth, it interferes with 
the material development of the race and with the common possession «of 
the advantages of modern preductivity as far as each restrictive act is 
operative. 

There are, says an American writer, two fundamental facts to be recog- 
nized: First, that productivity is necessary for permanently high wages; 
and, second, that high wages are essential to general prosperity. The less 
the productivity, the less there is to be distributed iti Profits and wages. 
That is reasonably obvious. 

And sinee the vast majority of the people of this or any other country 
are wage-earners, and general prosperity depends upon the prosperity of 
the mass, it is equally obvious that only liberal wages will create general 
prosperity and the general purchasing power, which, in turn, means the 
Prosperity of every individual and of every individual business, 

Therefore, let there be good wages paid for good work, and let good 
w ork—really productive work—be given ‘good wages,

Testing Soil oil For Acidity 


Has To Bé Done ide Careleliy To Be 
Reliable, 


There are ‘several. simplé tests for 
soil acidity used, but they are gener- 
ally not reliable unless“ done very 
carefully, 

The surest test of all is a plot test. 
Sow a strip of alfalfa and divide it 
into three plots. 

On plot one, apply no lime. 

‘On plot two, apply one ton of lime 
per acre. 

On, plot three, apply two tons of 
lime det acre, 

If alfalfa does well on all three 
plots, no lime is needed. If it fails 
or does poorly on one lime plot but 
does well on the other two, lime is 
needed. If it docs better orf the plot 
receiving two tons per acre, a heavy 
application is needed. The most 
common forms of lime are finely 
ground limestone, slaked lime, or 
marl, The plots uséd may be small 
if necessary so only a small amount 
of lime will be needed to make the 
test.

Indians Sell Standing Timber 


Redskins’ Will Become Wealthy 
Through Big Deal. 

Superior, Wis. — Contracts with 
Chippewa Indians of the Net Lake, 
Minn., reservation have been signed 
by the Northwestern Paper Company 
of Colquet, Minn., whereby the com- 
pany will. pay them approximately 
$500,000 for from 25,000,00 Oto 30,000,- 
000 feet of sawed timber and pulp- 
wood in the vicinity of Net Lake. 

The deal marks the sale of the last 
large tract of standing timber in the 
Lake Superior district owned by -In- 
dians. Some of the Indians will. re- 
ceive as high as $10,000 and $15,000 
for timber on an 80-acre allotment. 
From paupers, many of the redskins 
have become wealthy. 

The Indians are among-the most 
primitive in the north woods and 
what they will do with their newly 
acquired fortunes is causing Govern- 
ent agents much concern.

In my own case there was food. for 
thought as most of the winter on 
trips to Indians I was sleeping out 
and invariably alone, hardly ever car- 
ried fire arms and would certes have 
been an easy prey for a wandering 
grizzly. 

It was the fifth night out after a 
trip on my homeward journey> with a 
game little nfare named Nellie who 
was wise beyond description; I had a 
flat sled with a bulky load of furs; 
the weather was intensely cold, in 
February, I think, and I had selected 
a camping place somewhat earlier 
than usual; this in the middle of a 
small green poplar bluff, with a bunch 
of dry trees in the centre; near at 
hand was a dry hay-swamp well shel- 
tered by scrub and timber and in this 
I tethered my pony to a green pole 
about the size of a fence rail, notch- 
ing the centre slightly so that the tie 
would not slip; she could drag this 
about the swamp and keep ‘herself 
warm by pawing the snow for the 
fresher grass underneath, but if» she 
attempted to leave the swamp the 
pole would at once catch the trees. 

About an hour's hard axe work gave 
me a camp; a nice little clearing with 
two large piles of wood on each side 
of the fire, wood cut to about five foot 
lengths and you can then stretch your 
length and enjoy the heat front and 
back, for in spite of severe cold you 
are bound to sweat more or less while 
travelling. Unloading the sleigh 1 
piled the bales at the back, and this, 
with the snow shovelled (by snow- 
shoe}, made a break from any wind 
on three sides while the front was 
filled with a glorious fire. After a 
good supper and a final trip to my 
pony in which the tether was carefully 
inspected, also a quart of oats placed 
on the ground for her feed, I wished 
her goodnight, remarking at the time, 
“Well, Nellie, we have about forty- 
five miles to make tomorrow and we 
must start early if'we intend reaching 
home, I think I will get up at half 
past two.” She gave a wise little 
nicker and back to camp I went. My 
large fire had burnt down to glowing 
coals so I at once made up my bed 
and a description of this may inter- 
est readers. - 

The snow had been well cleaned off 
and on the ground I spread fine wil- 
lows (there being no spruce), over 
this came a huge armiul of hay cut 
with my sheath knife in the swamp, 
and there is nothing warmer to sleep 
on; on this my deer skin, killed Tate 
with the winter hair on agd only 
scraped, not tanned as then it would 
be too soft and one would feel the 
lumps below; this is laid tail up so 
that you lay against the hair and do 
not slip off, For covering a 3% 
point Hudsons Bay blanket, always 
white, as they are so much warmer 
than colored blankets, over this my 
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tabbit skin robe and over all my duck 
sled avrapper which protects the bed- 
ding from any stray sparks, The 
fire goes out, but no matter how low 
the thermometer goes down, and it 
must have been 40 below zero that 
night, one can sleep warm and com- 
fortable. 
Covering up my head as is custom- 
ary and necessary when exposed to 
such low temperatures I was soon 
fast aslecp, and after some hours 
sound. repose I was awakened by a 
tug at my bedding. | Was I dream- 
ing? No, I could both feel and hear 
the animal moving. My thoughts 
flew back to the grizzly beat, the only 
weapon I had was a light axe and for 
the life of me I could not recollect 
just where I had placed this over 
night. Well, I was up against it 
and ceuld either feel or imagine the 
hot breath of the brute, so summoning 
up all my resolution I threw~the bed- 
ding back and here was Nellie’s wise 
little head within a foot of my own. 
Such a relief. Looking at my_watch 
it was twenty minutes to three, so I 
at once rose with the blankets grace- 
fully draped round me and made on a 
huge fire. My, but the little mare 
did enjoy it as I stripped her blanket 
off, it being covered with frost, and 
she, carefully stepping, Would turn 
first one side and then the other to 
the heat. I found on examination 
that she was-fast tethered to the pole 
and wondered how she could Jhave 
dragged it in threugh the. narrow 
; path I had cut to the swamp. On- 
| looking at the tracks I decided that 
when the pole would catch. she had 
nosed it straight again and continued 
doing this until her line allowed her 
to reach my camp. At breakfast, 
which I always shared with her, she 
being very fond of both bread and 
sugar, I made a promise, and it was 
that I would never part with her, and 
when she got beyond work she would 
be pensioned off. This in due time 
happened and she passed a serene old 
age surrounded by her off-spring, 
some of whom can be seen driving 
into Melfort today, handsome enough, 
but I doubt if any could show the 
same lion like courage and hardiness 
which little Nellie proved on many a 
long trip. :

The rapidity with 
which experiments are succeeding in 
England in this phase of wireless con- 
trol will surely result in a revolution 
in modern ideas of naval warfare. 

“T had in mind a gigantic clash be- 
tween two manicss navies in mid- 
ocean, directed by unseen hands on 
the land or in the air, 

“The most efficiently. directed navy 
is bound to drive the weaker navy 
froin the Seas and then the seaboard 
and bases of the latter will be en- 


tirely at the mercy of the strongest.” 

Thus Senator Guglielmo Marconi, 
who has just returned from ai two 
months cruise in™the Mediterranean 
on his yacht Electra, summed up the 
possibilities of this newest arm of the 
matvyellous wireless achievements, 

“The possibilities along the line are 
so great that even I am afraid to say 
too much No one knows its limit. 
Already scientists stand aghast at 
what the future may bring. Experi- 
ments in England in directional wire- 
less are already successful in the em- 
bryonic stages, and are being so im- 
proved and becoming so much more 
efficient that daily there are new sur- 
prises. 

“T understand that America is so 
impressed that the greater part of the 
summer naval manoeuvres will be do- 
voted to furthering its knowledge of; 
this most important development yj 
using obsolete dreadnoughts directed | 
by wireless as targets for attacks | 
from the gir, 

“It can readily be seen that if one 
ship can be controlled in this manner} 
the future manless navies are simply | 
a matter of time and development. 

“If a war ever comes when this is 
perfected it will be more terrible than 
ever.” 

Marconi visualized monster manless 
battleships patrolling seas, controlled 
‘by master admirals speeding through 
space four or five thousand feet in. 
the air. His description of what 
would happen if two of these navies 
of equal size should meet, automati- 
cally discharging their batteries of 
torpedoes, outdoes Jules Verne and 
H. G. Wells. 

Now that the position of a ship 
even two or three thousand miles! 
distant is easily ascertainable by 
land wireless stations,” Marconi ex- 
‘plained the possible use of a gigan-' 
tic super-torpedo, bigger than the 
largest submarine, with a radius of 
three thousand miles atid containing’ 
tous of explosive. 

“It will be easy to discharge this 
monster weapon from land and di- 
rect it through the ocean until a tar- 
ect is found, It wonld be worth 
while wasting many of these if one 
succeeded in Westroying an enemy 
dreadnought,” said Senator Marconi... 

The <mventor characterized the 
whole field of wireless research as 
a fertile field for horrible develop-! 
ment, saying:

China and Germany are apparently 
no closer to an actual restoration of 
diplomatic relations than they were

China is a member of 
‘the League of Nations, however, hav- 
ing gained admission to that body by 
signing the Austrian Treaty,

This is a crucial point. From time 
to time the hope that the worst is be- 
hind has been indulged and acted 
upon with unfortunate results. Mat- 
ters, instead of improving, became 
worse and those who made their com- 
mitments in the belief that the road 
had been~cleared, came to grief. 

Sir Montagu expressed the view 
that there will soon be a change for 
the better. While expressing confi- 
dence in the future prosperity of the 
country, he took occasion to advise 
the customers of the Bank to exer- 
cise. much caution. in making new 
commitments; at the same time mak- 
ing allusion to the coal strike in 
England and the unrest and discon- 
tent in Europe and the serious finan- 
cial problems arising therefrom. 

He concluded this portion of his 
address by declaring that, with the 
known and undeveloped resources of 
this country, no man here, who is 
strong and healthy, could Tong afford 
to be a pessimist. 

D. C. Macarow, the general man- 
ager, after alluding to several par- 
ticulars of the financial statement 
for the past year, passed on to the dis- 
cussion of general conditions. In 
this connection, his viewpoint was 
one Of “tempered optimism,” to em- 
ploy his own descriptive term. 

He pointed out that the banking 
institutions had a large “carry-over” 
in Western Canada by reason of the 
unfortunate crop failures, last sea- 
son, in sections of that country and 
the resulting financial losses to 
farmers. A more encouraging note 
was struck, however, in dealing with 
the coming crop. Throughout the 
country ,the prospects were now ex- 
ceptionally promising, and he ex- 
pressed the fervent hope, in which 
all will join, that the actual results 
may measure up to present expecta- 
tions. a

The joint educational committee of the 
U.F.A. and the U.F,W.A. held its first 
official conference with the Minister of 
Education and Officials of the Department 
in Edmonton on the 16th inst, A very 
full and satisfactory discussioh took place 
regarding all phases of rural-school prob- 
lems. The efforts of the Department to 
provide High School opportunity for rural 
children were strongly approved as was 
aleo the general attitude of the, Depart- 
ment in defending the autonomous rights 
of School Boards, The members of-the 
Committee made many helpful sugges- 
tions and declared” their support of any 
plan that would equalize the eduéatiohal 
burden throughout the Province, 

After the Conference the members of 
the joint Committee met in the Corona 
Hotel add passed tne following resolytions 
which were forwarded to the Minister of 
Education,
